There are a number of short sewer extensions urgently needed at the present
time. It was promised to the people affected that some of these extensions would
be made this year*

Sanitary Sewer Contract 17o. 11, which was constructed by W, G. Cullum, show?
a saving below the estimated cost of approximately $1300.00. This money could
be used for making some of the above mentioned extensions without putting the
Sanitary Sewer Fund deeper in debt.

I would make the following recommendations. That a sanitary sewer line on
Preesler Street, approximately 1000 feet in length, a sanitary sewer in the alley
west of Harris Park Avenue north from Thirty-Second Street, approximately 400
feet in length, a sanitary sewer in the Deep Eddy neighborhood to serve the
American Legion and VTo^an's Club Buildings, approximately SOO feet in length,and
a sanitary sewer at Twelfth and Ohioon Streets to serve buildings now being
constructed, approximately 400 feet in length, be constructed at this time. The
total length of sewer involved Is approximately 26*00 feet. I would recommend
that the sewer line at Twelfth and Ohicon Streets be added to Xirkwood,Wharton &
Lee's contract and that the other three lines be awarded to one of the contract-
ors now operating in the city who will make UB the best proposition. The total
coot of this construction should not exceed $2000.00. In my opinion, it is
likely that, taking into consideration the JlJOO.OO saved on Contract Wo. 11
and possible savings on other lines, we can do this work without appropriating
additional funds to the Sanitary Sewer Fund.

I would request that I be given authority to make an agreement with the
contractors for performing this work.
